Sarles is wearing the Southern 
Cross patch of the Americal Di¬ 
vision which was activated from 
various units of the Special Task 
Force on New Caledonia in May 
1942. At that time Col. Sarles 
commanded the 164th Infantry. 
Regiment which was comprised 
of National Guard Units from 
North Dakota. 

Another Camp Anza officer to 
don his overseas unit patch is Lt. 
Morton F. Johnson, athletic offi¬ 
cer, who wears the Greenland in¬ 
signia. 

According to the War Depart¬ 
ment Circular, individuals may 
select the particular unit should¬ 
er sleeve insignia they desire to 
wear from those authorized the 
organizations to which they were 
assigned while serving overseas. 
Under no circumstances will more 
than one such insignia be worn 
on the right shoulder sleeve at 
a time.

Warner and Cole are 
a top-notch vaudeville comedy 
team, a man-and-wife combo that 
played the nation’s best theater 
circuits. 
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German surrender negotiations 
still are in the hint and rumor 
stage, so far as the public is con¬ 
cerned. But Prime Minister 
Churchill, speaking before the 
House of Commons early this 
week, dangled the possibility of 
an armistice before the week’s 
end. Although Churchill said he 
had no statement to make about 
the negotiations at this time, what 
he went on to say led observers 
to believe that he was trying to 
tell us that there may be an an¬ 
nouncement before Saturday. The 
expectation of an imminent end 
to the war was reflected Tuesday 
in the mammoth May Day cele¬ 
bration held in Moscow. 

Meantime, the German High 
Command has issued a communi- 
ique saying the Berlin garrison 
has been compressed into a small 
space and is fighting against su¬ 
perior Russian arms. This is typi¬ 
cal of the language used by the 
German High Command on past 
occasions in^ getting the public 
ready for news of the surrender 
of a city. Moscow dispatches say 
Berlin already is decked out in 
red flags, with the Nazis now 
confined to the Tiergarten. 

Marshal Zhukov’s forces also 
have pushed north of the German 
capital to link up with Marshal 
Rokossovky’s army, which now 
is spearing westward form cap¬ 
tured Stettin to imperil other big 
German ports along the Baltic. 
And still further west, British 
forces have knifed into the port 
of Bremen and are nearing a 
junction with Soviet troops be¬ 
yond partially encircled Hamburg. 
Directly west of Berlin, Yank 
First and Ninth army troops have 
joined with Soviet troops for a 
second time since the historic 
junction of the two forces last 
week at Torgau. 

To the south, the Reich’s much- 
touted Alpine redoubt now is 
under attack from both north 
and south. South and southwest 
of Munich, Seventh Army and 
French troops drove into the 
northwest corner of the redoubt 
area to reach positions 100 miles 
from the Allied armies -in Italy, 
driving from the south. Seventh 
Army Yanks have freed 32,000 
European political prisoners at 
the dreaded Dachau concentra¬ 
tion camp eight miles northwest 
of Munich. And 26 miles north¬ 
west of Munich General Patton’s 
Third Army troops have liberated 
more than 110,000 Allied prison¬ 
ers imprisoned in the Stalag 7A 
prison camp at Moosburg. 

The rapid turn of events in 
northern Italy has culminated in 
the surrender of the Fascist Lig¬ 
urian Army—as announced by 
Italian Marshal Graziani and Lt. 
General Pemsel, German Chief of 
Staff of that army. They have 
urged all the Ligurian Fascist 
troops to lay down their arms. 
Fifth Army Yanks already have 
entered Turin and Milan, earlier 
liberated by Italian Partisan 
forces—the same forces who cap¬ 
tured, tried and shot to death 
Mussolini and other Fascist big¬ 
wigs. Tommies of the Eighth 
Army are racing on beyond lib¬ 
erated Venice in the direction of 
Trieste, already reported liberat¬ 
ed by Yugoslav Partisans. 

Incidentally, the job to be done 
by the new American 15th Army 
has been announced at Supreme 
Headquarters after several weeks 
of silence. The fact that the 15th 
Army existed was disclosed soon 
after the Rhine was crossed in 
force, but what its job was never 
has been disclosed. 

Latest news from the Pacific 
brings the first Allied confirma¬ 
tion of an invasion against Bor¬ 
neo. This word comes from the 
acting premier of Australia. First 
word of such an invasion came 
from the Japs. According to 
enemy radio broadcasts, Allied 
assault waves swept ashore on 
Borneo’s east coast near the port 
of Tarakan. Ever since General 
MacArthur consolidated his hold¬ 
ings in the Sulu archipelago at 
the southernmost tip of the Phil¬ 
ippines, the Allies have had a 
dagger pointing at Borneo. 

Back in the Philippines the cap¬ 
ture of Talikud island has been 


announced. The five mile long 
islet, just nine miles off the port 
of Davao on Mindanao island, 
was seized by guerrillas and 
makes an important prize for it 
is strategically located astride the 
shipping lanes deep inside Davao 
harbor. On Luzon island, mean¬ 
while, the r 37th American division 
has surged past liberated Baguio 
L.a Trinidad.

On Okinawa the three Yank 
divisions battling there still are 
meeting enemy counterattacks.! 
But on the west coast the big^ 
Machinato airfield has been seiz¬ 
ed by the 27th infantry division, 
which now is only two miles from 
the capital of Naha. Machinato 
is the fourth airfield to fall to 
our forces. Two fields farther 
north were taken on landing day, 
and a third was taken April 16 
on nearby Ie island. A fifth air¬ 
field, this time on Okinawa’s east 
coast, is almost in American 
hands. Doughboys have reached 
the northern end of the field, but 
still must clean the Japs from 
dominating heights nearby.

Gene thinks Gene Krupa is 
tops and his favorite orchestra is 
Les Brown’s. 

The draft caught Gene in April, 
1942, and from Camp Grant he

Camp Claiborne in Louisiana to 
receive his basic training. Before 
his outfit shipped out Gene was 
transferred to the band that even¬ 
tually came to Camp Anza and 
became the 385th ASF Band. In 
addition to his band chores he 
plays with Nick Buono’s -dance 
orchestra.
